amendment. Under the old theory, the man 
to~whom liquor was sold would be a prose- 
min witness, because he is the man who 
is injured by the unlawful act. In practice, 
however, the purchaser of liquor does not 
consider himself injured, but feels that he has 
been benefited. He is not, therefore. a will- 
ing prosecuting witness. He is almost as 
anxious to conceal the crime as the one who 
commits it. 

“In prosecuting this kind of law, therefore, 
we have no willing prosecuting witness, as is 
the case with respect to enforcing other crimi- 
nal laws where some private individual is in- 
jured by the criminal act. Since our whole 
system of criminal procedure is, in theory 
and in fact, based upon the proceeding being 
initiated by a private individual acting as a 
prosecuting witness, we have no machinery 
for the enforcement of such laws as the pro- 
hibition law.” 

He suggests, as a means of meeting this con- 


dition, that individual observance of the law, 
and individual willingness to aid enforcement 
by testifying to violations of the law, be gen- 
erally inculcated. 


Like Declarations of War. 


Judge Charles M. Hough of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, Second Circuit, 
in New York, says, in the course of a long dis- 
cussion of conditions: 


“Our books now contain numerous stat- 
utes, which are like declarations of war: and 
ignorant or feeble declarations at that. They 
are ignorant because the draftsmen do not 
perceive the avenues of evasion left wun- 
stopped; even oftener are they feeble be- 
cause the men who enact them do not dare to 
be thorough; such statutes are in effect and 
sometimes in intent, no more than political 
gestures.” 

One of 
Hough, is: 

‘There should be in each city a centralized 
power, witk authority over both bench and 
bar, watchful to discover where the pressure 
of business is greatest and directing the forces 
at its command as a skillful General does 
his military units. This power should extend 
over the whole legal system of the city or 
other compact legal and judicial unit; i. e¢., 
it should extend to courts not of record and 
to all trial courts, civil and criminal. The 
administration of law in a compact community 
is a unitary thing and one central legal and 
judicial power should do the work. In a rural 
community where everyone knows everyone 
else, a Justice of the Peace may do very well 
by native force of character plus local repute. 
In one of our modern cities no man has any 
local repute of that kind; and every officer 
of the law should be used by the central 
authority where he will do the most good. 

“The most important courts are those of 
first instance, and they are frequently courts 
not of record. Unless the personnel of these 
courts in our country be improved, and great- 
ly improved, all: else will fail. 

“It may be possible to get along fairly well 
with courts of appeal officered by scholars, 
perhaps even when composed of legal her- 
mits: but courts’ which are face to face with 
the public daily are worse than useless un- 
leas their authority is by law great, and un- 
less that authority is enforced by men who are 
at once good lawyers, good citizens, acquaint- 
ed with the world and possessed of native 
vigor. No machine, however good, will ever 
run without a good man to work it.” 


Blames the Newspapers. 
Herbert Parsons of New York blames the 


newspapers, and the difficulties and delays en- 
countered by citizens who try sincerely to aid 
in law enforcement. As to the newspapers, he 
says: 

“The newspapers are mainly to blame for 
the general disrespect for law. They give 
the impression that the rieh can violate the 
law with impunity, and so everybody thinks 
he is justfied in violating the law, that the 
law doesn’t mean anything and can be dis- 
regarded. Hence people disregard it and

when they plead ignorance they are dealt with 
leniently and their friends and associates are 
not convinced, even if the individual is by his 
experience, that the law is a serious thing. 

“There is another way in which the news- 

Papers are responsible. In spectacular cases 
they must have news. It is usual for the 
public officials to yield and give them news. 
The criminal, therefore, knows just what the 
public official is doing, but the public of- 
ficial does not know what the criminal is 
doing.”’ 

Moorfield Storey of Boston declares that, in 
place of the needed prompt judgment and cer- 
tain punishment, there are delayed trials, long 
delays in subsequent proceedings, mild ‘sen- 
tences and too much probation. 


“Judge Morton of our District Court,” he 
says, “‘told me that when he took his seat on 
the bench the stealing of letters from the 
mail by postoffice employes was. common: 
that whenever a culprit was caught and 
brought before him he made a strong appeal 
for mercy on the ground of his family, his 
dependent mother, his sick father, or some 
other disabled relative, and the case was very 
apt to be put on file, or was disposed of by 
a nominal sentence. After this had gone on 
for some time he announced that hereafter 
any employe of the Government who was 
found robbing the mails would be sent to 
prison no matter what relatives were depend- 
ing upon him. They tried it two or three 
times and found that he meant what he said, 
and stealing from the mails stopped and has 
not been renewed.”

LONDON, Sept. 8. 
HE shores of the Mediterranean have from 
T time immemorial, been the scene of erup- 
tions and earthquakes.

“As regards crimes of violenes, the remedy, 
at least in part, involves a general revision 
throughout this country of the law affecting 
criminal procedure with a view to removing, 
or at least greatly diminishing, the ovLstacles 
which the law puts in the power of persons 
accused of crime to put in the way of the ad- 
ministraticn of justice. 

“With respect to one particular and scan- 
dalous department of crimes and homicide, 
that is to say, lyffching, I believe that a re- 
turn to the principle of Saxon and early Nor- 
man law, by which the community was held 
to answer for crimes committed by its mem- 
bers, would tend to improve the situation. 
I am not in favor of a Federal law against 
murder in general, or lynching in particular; 
but it is necessary that public opinion 
throughout the country be educated.”’ 


Series of Suggestions. 


James Bronson Reynolds of North Haven, 
Conn., president of the American Institute of 
Criminal Law and Criminology, makes a series 
of suggestions, some of which are: 


Removal of precedural difficulties which 
delay prompt indictment and trial. 

Elimination of indictment by grand jury, 
the grand jury to be retained solely for spe- 
cial inquiries. 

Removal of “silence of the defendant,” as 
practiced in Ohio. 

Reduction of number of challenges for de- 
fense and granting of more power to Judges 
to control selection of juries, and to advise 
the jury and comment on evidence. 

Elimination of alienist experts represent- 
ing one side only. ) 

Consolidation of criminal tribunals in cities. 


Chief Justice James H. Teller of the Colo- 
rado Supreme Court favors giving trial Judges 
more latitude.

Many Chafe at Liquor Laws.

Mankind’s Infinite Capacity for 
Deluding Itself Accounts for the 
Apparent Readiness of Peoples 
for Rushing Toward the Wretch- 
edness of War Over Again, He 
Asserts. 


What about the League of Nations? This 
is pre-eminently a case for action under the 
covenant. Italy and Greece are both parties. 
How can they, consistently with the terms of 
the treaty they so recently signed, refuse to 
leave this dispute to be dealt with by the 
League? Italy had a special part in drafting 
the treaty and in imposing it upon Germany and 
Austria. She cannot now in decency repudiate 
its clauses. It is suggested in some quarters 
that, the dignity of Italy being involved in the 
dispute, she cannot possibly consent to leave it 
in the hands of the League. That surely is a 
fatal limitation on the activities of the League 
of Nations. 


Treaty Being Torn to Pieces. 

Every dispute involving right implicates na- 
tional honor and, as every nation is judge of its 
own honor, ultimately all differences“would be 
ruled out of the covenant which it did not suit 
one country or the other to refer. The League 
is not allowed to touch reparations. If this 
quarrel also is excluded from the consideration 
of the League, it is no exaggeration to say that 
this valuable part of the treaty of Versailles be- 
comes a dead letter paragraph. It is one of the 
gross ironies of the European situation that the 
treaty of Versailles is being gradually torn to 
pieces by countries which are not only its 
authors but have most to gain by its provisions. 
France has already repudiated the first and 
most important part of the treaty by declaring 
that it will refer no question arising between 
herself and her neighbors under the treaty itself 
to the League of Nations. She has further in- 
vaded and occupied her neighbors’ territory in 
defiance of the provisions of the treaty. 

If Italy also declines to respect the first part 
of that treaty, then nothing is left of it except 
what it suits the nations to enforce or obey. 
And if the framers do not owe allegiance to the 
treaty they drafted, why should those who only 
accepted it under duress bow to its behests? 
The victors are busily engaged in discrediting 
their own charter. It would have been a more 
honorable course for the nations to pursue if 
they had followed the example of America by 
refusing to ratify the whole treaty. _To sign 
a contract and then to pick and choose for ex- 
ecution parts of it that suit you is unworthy 
of the honor of great nations which profess to 
lead the world towards a higher civilization. 


Ugly Rumors of Complications. 

There are ugly rumors of possible complica- 
tions arising out of this unfortunate incident. 
It does not need a vivid imagination to foretell 
one or two possible results of a disastrous char- 
acter. In this country they would be deplored, 
not only for their effect on European peace, but 
for the damage they must inevitably inflict on 
the best interests of Italy. She has had enough 
of victory. What she needs now—what we all 
need——is peace. There is no country which has 
a more genuine good will for Italy's prosperity 
and greatness than Great Britain. It is an old 
and tried friendship. The two nations have 
many common interests, they have no rivairies. 
Hence the deep anxiety of Britain that Italy, 
should not commit a mistake which will mort- 
gage her future, even if it does not imperil her 
preseat. 

There are, no doubt, strategic advantages for 
Italy in holding Corfu. It enables them to “bot- 
tle up” the Adriatic. But it is Greek and it’ 
menaces Slavonia, and this introduction of for- 
eign elements into the body of a state for strate- 
gic reasons always provokes inflammatory. 
symptoms injurious to the general health of 
the community. They tend to become malig- 
nant and, sooner or later, they bring disaster. 
Bosnia ultimately proved to be the death of. 
the Austrian Empire. When the Bosnian can- 
cer became active, the evil of Italia irridents 
broke out once more and, between them, they 
laid the empire of the Hapsburgs in the dust. 

Italy has played a great part in the work of 
civilization and so has Greece. They have still 
greater tasks awaiting them—one on a great 
and the other necessarily on a smaller scale. 
It would be a misfortune to humanity if they 
spent their fine enthusiasm on hating and 
thwarting each other.

SHOWN IN WEEK'S TRADE 


in Face of Japanese Disaster 
Commented Upon. 

Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York Evening Fest. 
LONDON, Sept. 8—Arthur W. 
Kiddy, editor of Bankers’ Magazine 
and financial editor of the London 
Morning Post in review today says: 


“If the markets do not actually 
thrive on bad news, they show ex- 
traordinary resisting powers to it. 
The Japanese disasted is of the first 
magnitude from every standpoint. 
Even politically it must affect the 
Situation during the life of the 
present generation. Japanese exter- 
nal balances in Europe and America 
are estimated at  £150,000,000; but 
having regard to the size of her ex- 
ternal loans enormous foreign bal- 
ances always are required from the 
Standpoint of maintaining Japanese 


exchange. The total of Japanese 
sterling loans amounts to about 
£120,000,000 with municipal loans 


footing up to another £10,000.000. 

“No moratorium is expected for 
the national loans owing to the size 
of the-foreign balances, and there 
probably will be further Japanese 
borrowing. Your power to lend to 
Japan is greater than ours and pos- 
sibly the largest loans will be made 
on your side. Nevertheless, senti- 
ment will play a big part here and 
Japan probably would get better 
terms than any other foreign Gov- 
ernment in spite of her disaster. The 
idea of an international loan is ap- 
proved because it would be the only 
means for Japan to borrow on a 
cheap basis, which undoubtedly 1s 
necessary if she is to recuperate. 

‘The financial district is -ecoming 
tired of endeavoring to diagnose and 
appraise the significance of each Eu- 
ropean crisis. So far as it compre- 
hends the matter, Lombard street d:- 
plores Mussolini's attitude, especially 
his defiance of the League of Na- 
tions, concerning which a Times 
leader says, ‘At America’s bidding 
the smaller Powers of Europe have 
bullt high hopes upon the league... 
These hopes they will not likely re- 
nounce nor will they HMkely pardon 
any Power who may help to dash 
them.’ 

“The German mark ig regarded as 
defunct. A new currency must take 
its place. Our markets, meanwhile, 
are recognizing increasingly the 
magnitude of existing international 
problems and prices of secrit 108 are 
hesitating.

EXTENSIVE SURVEY 


OF RAILROADS PLANNED 


Object Is to Provide Public With 
Information on Problems 
Pressing for Solution. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept, 8.—Definite find- 
ings ina survey of what he states are 
the three most pressing railway ques- 
tions before the public will be ready 
to be presented to the people before 
the time of the presidential conven- 
tions next summer, it was announcea 
today by Dr. David Friday, former 
president of Michigan Agricultural 
College, director of the research 
council of the Natfonal Transporta- 
'tion Institute. 
| Dr. Friday declared that Govern- 
ment ownership, railway valuation 
land “watered stock,”” and freight 
| rates are urgent problems on which 
the public must be enabled to form 
decisions within the next nine 
Congress will attack vital 
railway legislation this winter, he 
asserted, while Government owner- 
ship, he believes, is likely to be an 
issue in the presidential campaign of 
1924. 

Seven Subjects of Research. 

“These railroad questions have 
been divided by the research council 
into seven subjects of research,’’ Dr. 
Friday stated. “Upon them the pub- 
lic is altogether unprepared to judge. 


a survey, not connected with political 
agitation, be made in time to provide 
reliable data for our future railroad 
program.” 

The seven subjects for 
are: 

Study of railway rates with refer- 
ence to amount invested in roads; 
effects of transportation costs on 
prices, especially of farm products: 
distribution of freight rates on the 
geographical distribution of industry; 
relative efficiency of private and | 
Government owned roads; relation of 
investment in railroad securities to 
value of properties; study and review 
of Interstate Commerce Commission 
valuation of roads. 

Some Pressing Pro’))ems. 

“Freight rates and the growth of 
transportation costs are compared 
with the general price level are 
pressing problems,’’ Dr. Friday de- 
clared. “The public has a complex 
problem on the whole subject of 
watered stock. The amounts in- 
volved will be definitely determined 
and set forth in dollars and cents. 
The Institute will attempt to substi- 
tute a clear understanding for a 
blind prejudice which now exists on 
a little understood subject. 

“As there probably will be no 
legislative proposals to exclude in- 
| crease in land values from the Inter- 
| state Commerce Commission valua- 
‘tion of railroads, we propose that 
the council determine What amounts 
were included for land donated to 
the roads; for lands purchased bv 
the roads, and the original cost of 
those purchased lands. The public 
then could compare the amounts 
involved with the increases in value 
of farm lands and city real estate.

Before this letter was mailed, Vance’s letter 
came and she added this: 


My Darling Holden: 

Just received your good letter. I knew you 
woulda be with me because I am innocent, and 
eve ody is with me. I am afraid this has 
ruined my nerves. And that trial will last 
four or five days. 1 know I will nearly die. 
Everything is for me, I am glad to say. Don't 
you worry one minute. I am so worried to 
think you have to leave me. 

My neck was hurt. I have scars that will 
last a lifetime.

Next day she wrote this: -

All that Vance could do before he sailed was 
to write all the encouragement he could and 
to wire as his farewell: “I will never believe, 
that you were in the least to blame.” 

It was while Vance was on the water that 
the trial took place. Williams tried to save 
himself by slurring the girl he had attacked. 
That may have had something to do with the 
sentence the jury gave him, 99 years in prison. 
If there was any criticism of the verdict it was 
only that the jury had not seen fit to send the 
man to the electric chair. 

Williams appealed to the Criminal Court of 
Appeals and was released on bond.

INDIANAPOLIS Sept. 8. 
HIS is the true-life story of a man who 
was sickly as a lad, whose parents were 
none too prosperous at first, and who re- 
ceived only the beginnings of an education; 
who doggedly built for himself health, fortune 
and eminence; and who, when at last he stood 
upon the pinnacle of his endeavors, was sud- 
denly blasted by a lightning stroke of disaster. 

Warren T. McCray, Governor of Indiana and 
brother-in-law of George Ade, famous humor- 
ist, was born in 1865, in Newton County, the 
son of abolitionist and Presbyterian ancestry. 
When Warren was 4 years old, his parents 
moved to Kentland, the county seat. The lad 
was weakiy in constitution, but as,the years 
passed overcame nature’s handicap by living 
an outdoor life and exercising on his pony. 
Even today he keeps up the youthful habit of 
daily horseback rides. . 

His education was limited to the common 
schools, from which he was graduated at the 
age of 15. His father, Greenberry Ward Mc- 
Cray, had foundéd in Kentland the Discount 
and Deposit State Bank, and Warren served 
for six years as a bookkeeper in this institu- 
tion. His first independent business adven- 
ture was as owner of a grocery, and this led 
to operations in the grain elevator field. In 
time, he and a group of associates came to own 
a string of small-town grain elevators in some 
of the richest farming communities of Indi- 
ana. Many years ago, he succeeded his father 
as president of the bank in Kentland, a pos!- 
tion he held until the present misfortune over- 
took him. In 1892 he married Miss Ella M. 
Ade, sister of George Ade, who is also a na- 
tive of Newton County. 

Prosperity accrued steadily for the sober 
and industrious young Hoosier. At the height 
of his fortune he owned 17,000 acres of farm 
lands in Indiana, besides holdings in Canada, 
Minnesota, Colorado, Iowa, Michigan and 
South Dakota. In addition, he was proprietor 
of real estate and apartment houses in Chi- 
cago, bank stock, shares in grain companies, 
and stock in many miscellaneous enterprises, 
including newspaper syndicates. He himself 


estimated his fortune at $3,500,000. "

But his principal glory was his Orchard 
Lake Stock Farm, at Kentland, known to cat- 
tlemen_ the world over. Here he maintained 
a herd of 600 Hereford cattle, said by experts 
to be one of the purest and finest collections 
of breeding animals in existence. His cattle 
went to South America, Canada and all over 
the United States. Show herds were entered 
in every important competition in the coun- 
try, and won many prizes. At the last Inter- 
national Stock Show, exhibits from the Or- 
chard Lake Stock Farm won first and third 
prizes in the Hereford class. His Fairfax line 
is famous wherever aristocratic livestock is 
appreciated. 

His home life had the simple dignity of that 
of a country squire—that of a typical small- 
town Hoosier stockman and banker, hardwork- 
ing and unpretentious, and finding his great- 
est pleasure in a plain, old-fashioned dinner 
with his family. He had his own car and liked 
to drive it; more than once he has been picked 
up for speeding a bit. He learned to play 
golf, but is not’a fanatic of the links. 

McCray’s promigence as a business man, and 
his reputation as a scientific breeder of stock, 
gradually led him into educational and public 
affairs. He served for many years as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of Purdue Uni- 
versity, a technical school, he being chosen for 
the position chiefly because of his experience 
in farming and stock operations. He has stud- 
these specialties, and has 
formed a large library devoted to them. 

He was also made a member of the Board 
of Trustees of the Indiana State Northern Hos- 
pital for the Insane, at Logansport, and gave 
a great deal of time to studying the problems 
of that institution. He was a member of the 
State Board of Agriculture, a semi-public 
body, and later served as its president. 

During the war he was chairman of the 
State Committee in charge of farm production. 
He was also a member of the National Live 
Stock Advisory Committee, and is serving at 
present as a member of the Corn Belt Ad- 
visory Committee of the War Finance Corpora- 
tion. He was one of the organizers of the Na- 
tional Grain Dealers’ Association, and in 1907 
served as its president. He has been an of- 
ficial in many other organizations of a more 
or less publie character.

The next step, into politics, was perhaps in- 
evitable. The celebrity of his brother-in-law 


may have spurred McCray on in quest of fur- 
ther distinction. He was a Republican by con- 
viction and inheritance from a line of Repub- 
lican forbears. Twice he sought nomination 
as the Republican party’s candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Indiana. The first time he was de- 


‘feated by James P. Goodrich, who ‘was nom- 


inated and elected. The next time he was 
nominated, in the primary, and elected. He 
took office in January, 1921, and his term runs 
until January, 1925. Aecording to some ob- 
servers, McCray spent large sums in organiz- 
ing and conducting his two campaigns; and 
these expenditures, it is said, were the begin- 
ning of his reverses. 

As Governor, McCray’s principal service was 
in introducing a modified budget system into 
the State’s finances—a reform long talked of 
in Indiana, but now for the first time put into 
effect. The Governdr has worked consistently 
for good roadg and better farming conditions; 
but had the independence to veto a co-opera- 
tive marketing bill, although it was a pet 
measure of a powerful organization of farm- 
ers. Gov. McCray explained that he did not 
believe the bill would accomplish what was ex- 
pected of it, but offered to work for a “‘sound 
measure of-the kind.” 

The man who Rad been the weakly and ill- 
educated country lad was now at the summit of 
his career. He was the highest officer of one 
of the most important states of the Union, and 
he was three times a millionaire. He was phe- 
nomenally successful in his darling hobby, that 
of stock breeding, and in this field was an inter- 
national figure. It was at this moment that 
capricious fortune, until then his faithful 
friend, turned upon him. 8 

For the last few months rumors had been 
whispered abont that all was not well with the 
Governor's financial condition. Most persons 
laughed the reports to scorn. What fortune 
could possibly be more solid than this one— 
based, as it was, on land? McCray was known 
to have become a member of a grain firm in 
Chicago; but, with his puritan heritage and 
character, who could accuse him of market 
speculations?

Aug. 30 the Governor himself confirmed them. 
by issuing a statement in which he confessed he 
was pecuniarily embarrassed, and by calling a

The records showed that 
this bank was the depository of $150,000 of 
State funds, placed there by the State Board of 
Finance; and also that it had on deposit at one 
time $155,000 of the funds of the State Board 
of Agriculture. On Aug. 24, six days before the 
Governor issued his confession of financia)] dif- 
ficulties, this sum was transferred to the Na- 
tional City Bank of Indianapolis. 

After McCray’s resignation frem the bank. 
its vice president, L. V. Dodson, announced that 
the institution was in excellent condition. The 
Governor had recently disposed of his holding 
of 250 shares of bank stock. It was stated that 
the basa had carried a considerable amount of 
McCray’s paper, which had been accepted on 
the sale of blooded cattle. All this paper has 
been taken up, Dodson said, and the proceeds 
are in the bank vaults.

Naturally, this disclosure had its political re- 
verberations.

Hope. She was wasted ‘and wan, but his com- 
ing heartened her so that she seemed better 
than she was and she responded eagerly to his 
cheery assurance that she would soon be well 
and then they would be married.

™. was 16 vears ago that the Simiz family 
came to Chicago from Hungary, and like most 
immigrant parents coming to America in search 
of fortune, they found realities a little more 
grim than advance accovnts had pictured them. 
The first few years in the new land were lean 
ones, the father working as a iaborer and the 
mother doing what odd jobs she could get to as- 
sure an education for Deszo, then 3 years old, 
end Yolanda, h‘s younger sister. 

Time went on and the'r dream of independ- 
ence came no nearer rez.'ization, but hope is a 
“ard thing to conquer, ard rarents, particularly 
mothers. have a wel! known way, when circum- 
stances are adverse, of living their iives agair 
‘n their children and experiencing through 
them the pleasures and successes which they, 
themselves, have missed. 
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Parents Dream of Children’s Success ° 


So it was in the case of the Simiz family. 
Visions of the achievements of Deszo and Yo- 
landa came to supplant, in the minds of the 
parents, the old-iima dreams of their own suc- 
cess that were bet realized. Every <ffort, they 
resolved, should be directed to the fitiing of 
those children for a life of greater ease and 
comfort and pleasure than the hard-working 
immigrant varents had known They should 
he sent to Amevzican schools, dressed like 
American children and prepared ‘for positions 
in lite which Americans would respect more 
than the humble stations which, they had dis- 
covered, commonly fell to the lot of foreign- 
ers. 

After a few years of determined effort, 
coupled with rigid economizing, there came 
the first great reward for their struggles. Both

An _ ordi- 
pary high school education should suffice for 
ber. Girls couldn’t hope to ascend to the 
heights which boys might attain anyway.

Surely a 
professional career was the thing for him, 
Ferhaps he could become a famous engineer. 
Perhaps some day he could plan and superin- 
tend the building of great skyscrapers like 
those on Michigan boulevard, or perhaps he 
might construct great bridges and direct the 
labor of armies of workmen. Quite a position 
ir life, that seemed, when the best that his 
father had ever known was the job of a work- 
man and an unskilled one at that. 

So it was decided by the Simiz family coun- 
cil that Deszo should become an engineer, and, 
seeing that only the best was good enough 
for a youth of his superior ability, he should 
be given a course at Crane Technical High 
School to prepare him for study at a univer- 
sity. 
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He Falls Among Evil Companions 
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The children went to high school, Yolanda 
to the nearest one available, Deszo to the 
technical institution as befitted his superior 
capabilities, and though economizing became 
more rigid in the Simiz household and the 
bours of labor longer, there was naught to 
question the wisdom of parental judgment. It

“I was beside myself. Before I could help 
it the gun went off, blood spurted from his neck 
and he fell to the floor. Then they took him 
to the hospital. I’m praying that he will re- 
cover. 

“I don’t know what they will do to me and 
con’t care, if it will on!y serve as a lesson to my 
son and keep him from ruin.” 

According to the police, however, young 
Simiz already had become a lawbreaker before 
the pistol shot halted him on his wayward 
course. They say that a case is now pending 
against the youth for the theft of an automo- 
bile and forfeiture of his bond. 

It seems that Simiz, under the name of Sim- 
monz, was arrested on July 10 charged with 
stealing a car, and released on bond and then 
failed to appear. Since conviction upon the 
theft charge would incur a penalty of two 
years or more in the penitentiary, it appears 
that his mother’s heroic expedient for saving 
him from prison may, after all, have been in 
vain. 

The case of Mrs. Simiz is the only one on 
record in the Chicago courts where a mother is 
accused of attempting to kill her own son. 
However, it has many points of similarity to 
the case of Frank Piano, who was acquitted in 
1920 on an insanity plea after killing his 17- 
year-old son Frank Jr., “to keep him from be- 
coming a thief.’ 

According to the elder Piano’s story as told 
at the trial, the father sought to get the boy 
to leave off his association with a gang of 
toughs and fired, fatally wounding him, when 
he refused. 

“IT thought the boy was going to be a thief,” 
Piano testified. “I could not make him work 
and he would not listen to me when I tried to 
get him to quit associating with that gang. He 
only Jaughed at me. That is the reason I shot 
him.” 

Before the youth’s death he repeatedly urged 
that his father be not punished. 

Strangely enough, in the hospital ward now 
occupied by Deszo Simiz lies a father who was 
shot and seriously wounded by his 15-year-old 
son in a quarrel similar to that which resulted 
in the shooting of Simiz by his mother. This 
victim is Ted Groark. a policeman, who asserts 
that the boy fired on him when he attempted to 
chastise another son for idling and associating 
with undesirable companions. 

The boy, Martin Groark, at the Juvenile Deten- 
tion Home, admitted the shooting, but his ver- 
sion of the affair differs from that of his 
father. 

“t did it,” he says, “because dad bawled 
mother out and beat her and then tried to kill 
my brother Pat.” 

Groark, although fn a serious condition, is 
inclined to minimize the whole. affair. 

“I don’t think the boy intended to shoot me,” 
he says. “IT believe the gun went off acct-

dentally anyway. Both boys are good kids, ex- 
cept they are inclined to know it all. Pat need- 
ed a whipping. He's been loafing around at 
night with a roughneck gang and neglecting his 
books, and I think I was the one to punish him.

and his income until he reaches 
the pinnacle, forty. Then he 
slowly begins to descend the 
curve and as he descends he de- 
creases his output and slackens 
his pace. : 


When a man on piece work pro- 
duced goods at a high rate, as 
he'reached the high point in the 
curve the employers or their 
managers used to become 
alarmed at the high wages a 
man could earn. They devised 
ways of cutting the price. They 
forgot, or, if they knew, they 
didn’t care, that as he went up 
the left side of the curve he 
would increase, but that as he 
went down the right side to- 
ward fifty he would slow up. 
The man had a right to his 
youth and the product of his 


strength. 


A man’s first obligation to him- 
self and his family is to secure 
a place to live. The time to se- 
cure it is when he is going up 
the curve of capacity. If he 
doesn’t get it going up, he is 
unlikely to get it going down. 


Going up the curve is the period 
of comparative prosperity. 


Youth can make quick recover- 
ies and lightning changes. 
Habits are more easily formed 
and recovery from a bad one 
stands a far better chance. 


To form the habit of sacrifice 
going up the curve means com- 
fort and ease on the down 
track. A man whose income is 
limited must sacrifice. There is 
no other way. If he can’t cur- 
tail his indulgences for the sake 
of a home the probability is 


when he hasn’t an ounce of 
strength to spare. 


There are exceptions to these 
generalizations. There are 
some men who are abnormally 
gifted with strength or skill. 
Then there are wizards who 
know as if by instinct where, 
how and in what to invest. 
None of these enter our reck- 
oning at all. 


We have in mind here the aver- 
age ‘man of average shrewd- 
ness, who lets the years go by 
without making any strenuous 
effort to secure a home or to in- 
sure himself against the day 
when he shall have traveled the 
curve from end to. end. 


We have not yet invented an 
instrument by which we can de- 
termine -the amount of energy 
in a human being. Nor can we 
tell anything at all about the 
length of time at our disposal 
or the amount of energy avyail- 
able at the different milestones 
of the curve of capacity. What 


_ we do know definitely is that as 


we go up the arch in possession 
of youth and vigor, it is the part 
of wisdom to conserve some of 
that surplus for a later period 
when the body begins to lose its 
power. 


We do know definitely that the 
man who arrives at the pinna- 
cle of his power without having 
saved enough to purchase a 
roof to cover his head and the 
heads of his family has failed in 
his obligations to both hig fam- 
ily and to himself. He Has no 
permanent standing in any 
community and his family has 


no safeguard against future 


privations.

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‘These plans,” said the general, 
“previously conceived to lin the 
United States and European coun- 
tries directly with Brazil and the 
Argentine were enlarged upon at 
the recent conference. Circuits will 
extend from the high power station 
at St. Asise, France; Nauen, Ger- 
many; and Carnarvan, Wales—di- 
rect to Buenos Aires, while the 
other will bridge the gap between 
New York City and Buenos Aires 
through the intermediary of the 
Radio Central station on Long Is- 
land. 

“Reception in Argentina from 

France and the United States has al- 

ready been established and the re- 
ceiving apparatus has been in test 
operation at Buenos Aires for a num- 
ber of months,” continued Gen, Har- 
bord. “We are now finishing the erec- 
tion of a high-power transmitting 
station at that point,”’ continued the 
General, “which when completed, |

Sixty-eight Principal Stations of 
Army Net Save Government 
$66,735 During eYar. 

The army radio net, valued at ap- 
proximately $500,000, made a return 
to the Government of over 10 per 
centeaduring the past fiscal year, on 
paper. From June 80, 1922, to July 
1, 1923, the traffic handled by the 
Signal Corps radio net would have 
cost the Government $66,375 at Gov- 
ernment rates via commercial wires. 
The actual cost of these operations 
was $13,840, which shows a paper 
saving of $52,535. Actually official 
messages are handled without cost, 
and the few private and commercial 
messages handled, where other radio 
service is not available, are charge 
for at slightly over commercial rates,

A. (1) Yes, but only one detector 
can be used at a time. (2) The 
wiré between the grid condenser and 


the vacuum tubé socket should be as 
short as possible. When possible, 
the grid-condenser and leak should 
be attached directly to the grid 
binding post ofthe tube socket. 

Q. I am using a one-tube reflex 
set with galena detector. Would it 
be possible to add one or two stages 
of audio-frequency amplification? 
lL. &. @. 

A. Yes, very satisfactorily. 

Q. (1) Are all Cunningham tubes 
“boot-leg” tubes? (2) What parts 


d | would be needed to make a single- 


circuit set, and what would be their 
approximate cost? R. H. 

A. (1) Cunningham tubes are not 
“boot-leg’’ tubes. They are legiti- 
mately manufactured and the pat- 
ent license dates appear on the box 
containing the tube. (2) The neces- 
sary parts for a single-circuit set are 
as follows: Loose-coupler or vario- 
coupler, vacuum tube, vacuum tube 
socket, “A” and “B” batteries, grid- 
condenser, 43-plate variable con- 
denser rheostat and headphones. 
The cost would vary between $20 
and $25, depending upon the grade 
of apparatus selected. 

Q. What after-effects would result 
from using muriatic acid to solder 
the connections in a radio set? H. 
W. B. 

A. None, if the acid is wiped off 
after the joint has become cool. Mu- 
riatic acid is a much stronger flux 
than is needed, however, for solder- 
ing a joint which is clean and bright. 
Rosin, or some of the flux com- 
pounds on the market will serve 
the purpose very satisfactorily.

The Washington Elm in its decrepitude, shortly before it died from old age, 


but the great tree lived on. It 
saw the successful termination 
of the Revolution, the War of 
1812, the Mexican War, the 
terrible four years of the Civil 
War, the Spanish-American War, 
the entrance of the United States 
into the World War and victory 
won. 

It saw the harnessing of steam, 
the building of the first rail- 
roads, the invention of the elec- 
tric light, the telegraph, tele- 
phone and radio. It saw the 
population of the United States 
grow from less than 4,000,000, 
when the census of 1790 was 
taken. to approximately 110,- 
000,000 this year. 

Col. Washington, as the hero 
of Gen. Braddock’s disaster and 
as commander of the Virginia 
forces against the French and 
Indians, already had won his 
place as the foremost American 
soldier. By inheritance and mar- 
riage, together with a wise man- 
agement uncommon among the 
Southern gentry, he had become 
the richest man in the colonies. 
In local government, in the Vir- 
ginia Assembly and public af- 
fairs generally he had been a 
leader deeply respected, although 
not an orator por a debater.

Rhyming 
Dictionary 


Fiction furnishes no story stranger than 
this of James Seward, thrice con- 
demned to death, ordering from his 
cell in the St. Louis Jail, 20 days be- 
fore the date set for his execution, a 
book on “Common Faults in Writ- 
ing English,” a book of synonyms, 
a rhyming dictionary, and other lit- 
erature hardly calculated to be of 
use to a man about to be hanged— 
E. Haldeman-Jualius, pablisher, re- 
ceives the order on the very day Se- 
ward was to be put to death—There 
had been a reprieve, and Halde- 
man-Julius begins efforts to save 
his customer's life—Sudden death 
of President Harding occurs, Gov. 
Hyde goes to the funeral, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Lloyd, as Acting Gov- 
ernor, commutes Seward’s sentence 
to life imprisonment—The convict 
now has plenty of time to read, and 
his English is improving.

reached in the files at this office on the very last day 
of the 20 days of life allotted to him. 

Here was tragedy: huge, ghastly irony indeed. 
What to do? Send the 26 books to James Seward’s 
surviving family and let them complete his strangled 
life intentions by reading the literature of which 
fate, by such appalling, curiovs turn, had denied the 
doomed man a glimpse? 

But fate had another trick in his bag. While 
this somber question was being quickly considered— 
all in a mere moment—the pall of tragedy was lift- 
ed by the arrival of the daily newspaper with a 
sensational front page story an»vouncing the last- 
minute reprieve of the condemned man. On a writ 
of haheas corpus, the Supreme Court of the State 
of Missouri decreed that James Seward should not 
hang for 60 days! 

This is the bare chronological story. But the 
deeper story is revealed by the man’s letter, and 
still more by the list of books he ordered. Here is 
James Seward's letter, word for word as he wrote 
it in the shadow of death: 

> “St. Louis, Mo., March 7th, °23. 
“Haldeman-Julius Co., 

“Girard, Kans. 

“Gentlemen: Find enclosed $1.20 (one dol- 
lar and 20 cents) for the books mentioned on 
other side. I am in the St. Louis Jail under 
a death sentence. The date of execution was 
set for January 26th, 1923, but the Governor 
granted me a respite of 60 days. So the date 
will be March 27. Will you please rush the 
books as there are some that I would like to 
read. I have been trying to get the money to- 
gether for over a month and this is the best I 
can do. I hope the 2@ cents will pay the 
postage. ‘ 

“I am innocent of the crime I was charged 
with, but I happened to be in the town of Her- 
culaneum, Mo., the night of the shooting and. 
the people of the town framed me (me being a 
stranger). I was convicted. Please send the 
books as soon as possible. Thankire you in ad- 
vance, believe me. Very truly. 

“JAMES PF. SEWARD. 

“200 S. 14th St.. St. Louis, Mo.. City Jail.”

NE of the happiest men in all Missouri, or in the 
whole Mississippi Valley, for that matter, went on 
the train not long ago from St. Louis to Jefferson 
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Who Wanted to |mprove His Endlich 


City. He was manacied, and under guard. He went 
to the penitentiary, to begin serving a term of ‘life 
imprisonment. But he was very, very happy. 

This man left behind him in St. Louis a family, 
consisting of a wife and three children whose ages 
range from 4 to 10 years. They are happy. too, 
although the plight of the breadwinner has made 
things hard for them. 

The happiest of them all is the mother. who must 
earn the bare necessities for the household by work- 
ing as a washerwoman. 

It may be asked, Why all this piness? Ordi- 
narily, the grim, gray walls of the prison at Jeffer- 
son City do not bring joy to those who are im- 
mured there. Nor does a sentence to life Impris- 
onment usnally delight the wife and children ef the 
man convicted, unless his misdeeds have been di- 
rected against them. 

The question can he answered in few words: 
While there is life there is hope—for pardon or 
parole. Just to be alive, after the law had con- 
demned him to death, filled James Seward with 
happiness. Thrice the time of execution had been 
set and the ghastly preparations made, then each 
time a reprieve came when the end of his earthly ‘life 
seemed on'y a matter of hours. 

Convicted as a murderer and sentenced to pav 
the extreme penalty, Seward had lived for more than 
two years in the shadow of the gallows when Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Hiram Lloyd, during Gov. Arthur 
M. Hyde’s absence from the State, commuted the 
sentence to life imprisonment. 

Whether Seward was guilty of first-degree mur- 
der, and deserved to be hanged by the neck until 
he was dead, is a matter quite beyond the scop° of 
this articie. With six other men, he was indicted 
for the killing of Andrew Deck, said to have been a 
volunteer dry-law informer, at Herculaneum, Mo., 
on the evening of Feb. 26, 1921. 

On the one hand, Seward made a signed confes- 
sion to St. Louis police officers. on the following 
June 4; and a jury at Hillsboro, on July 13, found 
him guilty and fixed the death penalty. 

On the other hand, during the trial Seward re- 
pudiated the signed confession. Since then several 
lawyers, including State Senator A. L. McCawley 
of Carthage, have interested themselves in the case 
because of what they termed “grave doubt of his 
guilt.’’ 

Senator McCawley, by the way, took a hand in the 
proceedings when he was attracted by the efforts cf 
Seward’s wife and children to save him. These ef- 
forts continued steadily, even when the outlook was 
blackest for the defendant. : 

Lastly, Lieutenant-Governor Lloyd, as Acting 
Governor, commuted the sentence to life imprison- 
ment, on the ground that new facts had been brought 
out since the trial, and that the tendency in the 
United States is toward mercy in the administration 
of criminal law. 

Then Gov. Hyde, on his return from President 
Harding’s funeral at Marion, O., expressed disap- 
proval of the executive clemency which had been 
exercised in his absence, said that after two investi- 
gations he had been refusing for six months to in- 
terfere, and added that he did not agree with Lloyd's 
view of the case. 

But the case of James Seward. who went a happy 
man to the penitentiary, has some most unusual and 
interesting features, quite aside from the question 
of whether he fired the shot that killed Andrew 
Deck as the two men scuffled on the street, or the 
devoted efforts of his family to save him, or the 
interest of outsiders, or his several close escapes 
from the gallows. 

Whatever else may be true of Seward, he has a 
personality of his own. He does not fit easily into 
the common classifications of humanity. Even be- 
fore the trouble at Herculaneum, his life had not 
run in ordinary grooves. And when the date for 
his execution had been set for the third time, and 
was less than three weeks away, he did something 
which not one man in thousands would have done 
an unostentatious act which attracted widespread 
attention. 

Would the average person, with the mighty arm 
of the State preparing to hurl him into eternity, 
care tuppence about improving his knowledge of 
English? Or delve into the subject of synonyms, or 
even glance at a rhyming dictionary? Yet Seward, 
with a criminal’s death looming nearer and nearer, 
wanted to do just those things, and ordered some 
inexpensive little books treating of those and a 
variety of other subjects. 

Condemned crimina|s, of course, frequently read a 
great deal during the weeks preceding execution. 
Often the reading matter is of a relig¢‘ous nature, 
or absorbing fiction which will banish for a time 
the broodéng, terrible thoughts of what is to come 
on the rapidly approaching day of retribution.

the capacity to understand and sympathize: the 
greatest heritage that can come to a boy. And 
nothing in the world can give that to a boy, so that 
it will burn into him, as will poverty.” 

Next, young Edward Bok saw a chance to earn 
something by taking to the Brooklyn Eagle an ac- 
count of a young people’s party which he had at- 
tended. All the names of those present were in- 
cluded. The paper accepted it and, to have a depart- 
ment which the other papers did not have, offered 
Edward three dollars a column for such reports. 
Soon, with the help of boy and girl acquaintances, 
he was turning in three and four columns a week, 
and his pay was raised to four dollars a column. 
Thus did Bok start his journalistic career. 

Meanwhile, with so many different occupations, 
it became increasingly difficult for Edward to stay 
in school. His mother objected to his dropping out, 
but when the Western Union office needed an office 
boy at $6.25 a week, she permitted him to take the 
position. He was now 13 years old. 

But he had by no means abandoned his intention 
of getting an education; money must be earned for 
the family’s support, and the education would be 
achieved in some way. The idea occurred to Bok of 
writing to some of the men who, without higher 
education, had reached the top. With boyish confi- 


dence and directness he wrote to Gen. James A. 


iGarficld, asking if the story of Garfield’s having once 
been a boy on the towpath were true, and telling why 
he asked. General Garfield replied to the letter, 
fully and cordially. : 

Partly in pursuance of this idea. partly for the 
sake of the autographs, Bok wrote to other prom- 
inent people and formed friendships which proved 
very valuable to him. In this way he made friends 
of General and Mrs. Grant, President Hayes, Genera! 
Sherman, Mrs. Abraham Lincoln, Jefferson Davis 
and others. A letter from Gen. Jubal A. Early 
explained the real reason why he had burned Cham- 
bersburg, and this letter the New York Tribune was 
glad to print, and ft evoked national discussion. 
Then the Tribune sent a reporter to see Bok, and 
published a long article about him and his autograph 
collection, other papers did the same, and both 
received considerable publicity.

the Eagle, Bok conceived 
the idea of replacing the 
old-fashioned broad-sheet 
programs with programs 
smailer in size, with cov- 
ers and attractive reading 
matter in addition to the 
cast amd the advertise 
ments. Having secured exclusive rights, he took a 
friend into partnership and the venture proved a 
fairly profitable one. It. too, was extra work. Then 
the pair published the Brooklyn Magazine which, 
with the help of artieles donated by Edward’s auto- 
graph friends, ineluding President Hayes, became a 
decided success. 

During all this time. from 1876 to 1882, Bok had 
been in the employ of the Western Union, having 
risen successively to clerk and stenographer, in the 
latter capacity frequently doing work for Jay Gould. 

In 1882 he took a position with Henry Holt & 
Company, as a stenographer, and at the same time 
organized and carried on the Bok Syndicate Press, 
with his brother, William J. Bok, as partner and 
manager. They furnished the newspapers with arti- 
cles on different topics, and Bok also tried out a 
pian of supplying material in which women would 
be especially interested, including a weekly letter 
from Ella Wheeler Wilcox and another weekly letter 
of New York news. It was the beginning of the 
“woman's page.” 

After two years with Henry Holt, 21-year-old Bok 
went with another big publishing house——Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. The position was stenographer, and 
the salary was $18.33 a week. When the firm estab- 
lished S¢ribner’s Magazine, Bok was given charge 
of the advertising department. 

Among the numerous money-earning activities, 
outside his regular salaried position, which were 
carried on by industrious young Bok was a weekly 
literary letter published in some 45 mewspapers., 
including the Philadelphia Times. There the letters 
attracted the attention of Cyrus H. K. Curtis, owner 
of the Ladies’ Home Journal. Mr. Curtis had de- 
cided that he wanted an editor for his magazine, 
in order to relieve Mrs. Curtis. who was then editing 
it. The positiom was offered to Bok and, against the 
advice of all his friends, he accepted in 1882. 

Bok’'s success as editor of the Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal, a position which he held for 30 years, is too 
well known to need comment here. Suffice it to 
Say that the last number issued under Bok’'s full 
editoria! control—that of October, 1919——was over- 
sold with a printed edition of 2,000,000 copies, ard 
carried between its covers the remarkable total of 
more than $1,000,000 in advertisements. 

When Bok retired from the L. H. J., he remarked 
that it was because he wanted “to play.” Some of 
his friends thought it a strange step for a man of 
56 to take, at the height of his career, even with 
that explanation. But Bok, his family abundantly 
provided for, saw in the escape from his office the 
chance to carry out a liong-cherished ideal—-service 
for others. 

Upon Sept. 20, 1920. which was the fiftieth anni- 
versary of his arrival in the United States, Bok pub- 
lished his book, “The Americanization of Edward 
Bok,.”’ which ran through numerous editions. 
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Arthur Putnam, Mississippi boy who 
did roustabout work on river 
steamers, toiled in slaughterhouses 
and performed other hard labor, 
was about down and out when a 
San Francisco woman took some 
of his figures of animals to Paris 
—French art world then acclaimed 
him as “America’s greatest animal 
sculptor”—Now he lives in luxury 
in the sunny south of France, and 
most of his work has been cast in 
enduring bronze.

HIS is the story, strange and true, of 
the Mississippi boy, born just 50 years 
ago, who worked as a steamboat roust- 
about and then as a laborer in & 
slaughter house, and yet has become— 
read on.

In Shadow of Gallows, He Studied English (Continued from 


But for a man to spend his last days on earth — 


studying the English language, as Seward wished 
to do, surely stamps him as a person quite dif- 
ferent from the average. The story of his life, as 
Seward related it to a Post- Dispatch reporter just 
before his reprieve of July 24, this year, reveals his 
varied interests as clearly as does the list of 20 
books which. he ordered while under sentence -of 
death. 

Seward was born at Hyde Park, N. Y., in 1882, 
he told the reporter, and completed the second year 
of normal school at Poughkeepsie, as it had been 
his intention to become a teacher in the grade 
scho6ls. When the Spanish-American War began, 
Seward wanted to enlist in the army, but he was 
too young. Then, according to his statement, he got 
a job with Herrmann, the stage magician, and trav- 
eled with him, learning something about hypnotism 
and magic. Afterward he _ sailed on a trading 
schooner to ports in South America and the West 
Indies. 

“In 1901,” said Seward, “I enlisted in the regular 
army and was sent to Cuba with the army of paci- 
fication. After a year and three months there I was 
sent to different barracks in this country, always 
with the Eighth Cavalry. 

“We were at Jefferson Barracks in 1304, and I 
was in the escort for President Roosevelt when he 
came to the World’s Fair here. 

“I met my wife while I was at the barracks and 
we were married in 1905. Then I traveled as a 
magician and hypnotist in big-time vaudeville in 
the East. I had my own company, with as many as 
11 people. About 1912 I began training second- 
rate boxers for a while. We went from coast tv 
coast. 

I traveled with a circus part of this time as a 
bareback rider. If I ever get out of my present 
trouble I may go back to that. In 1913 my first 
child, Adelaide, was born, so then we stayed in St. 
Louis and I got different laboring jobs.”’ 

About the “pocket classics’’ which he ordered 
while awaiting the day of execution, Seward re- 
marked that he always had béen interested in the 
occult and in Oriental subjects. Seeing an adver- 
tisement, he sent for t@e books as soon as he was 
able to raise the sma'!l amount of money necessary.
